In 
Wyoming and Montana the losses will 
run as high as 60 and 75. per cent., and in 
California, from 30 to 60 per cent.^ From 
New Mexico the reports are far from flat- 
tering, nearly all large owners reporting 
heavier losses than usual. As yet the ter- 
ritorial-legislature of N'ew Mexico have 
not passed.a law compcliing^All-^wners of 
sheep to dip them regularly, and in con- 
sequence Ihe ravages from the scab are 
said to he terrible.

In some 
instances the average loss is exceedingly 
large while in others u is exceedingly 
small.
